The great trouble of the day among the1 


American youth Is the lack of application 
in whatever they undertake, and the want 
of thoroughness in their labors. Any- 
thing that cannot be learned in a short 
time, and with out a superficial study, is 
given the go-by, .or something less tedious. 
Study aud hard labor are too |apk to be 
looked at from the' wrong standpoint; 
and, as a natural consequence, the clerk- 
ships' ranks are Cull of unemployed young 
men, and the professions ar3 overflowing 
with mediocrity unemployed and unpaid, 
while the good mechanic always finds 
plenty of work 11 living prices. But here, 
as in other quarters, the evil spoken of Is 
felt seriously. Those who have designed 
to work at a trade at all, have done it in 
so loose and uareless a manner that they 
are not competent to do the work they 
undertake to do. Among the loudest de- 
claimers for the rights of labor are men, 
and women too who can claim none of 
the rights that belong to labor well per- 
formed. Shiftless and ignorant, they ex- 
pect to be boasted arid buoyed up by rules' 
and regulations af tyrannical trade unions: 
so that their half work will be as well 
paid as the thorough performance of pa- 
tient and intelligent workmen. 


Talk to a fa-mer about the value of 


manure, and the importance of collecting 
and saving it for future use, and he is as- 
tonished that ary one should suspect that 
he is not master of that subject, practicing 
it to tbe last shovelful. Then take a walk 
with hiui to his summer cowyard, where 
the milking is ione mornings and even- 
ings, and the lane leading to it, and you 
will find the droppings of perhaps six 
months or a year scattered about, tram- 
pled into the cust, and partially washed 
away by the raias, to the amount of cart- 
loads.

Mr. Porter on the Catacbmb* of Rome. 


A large audience aswmbled at the Cen- 


tral Church last even] ng to listen to a lec- 
ture by Rev,' Mr. Porter, of IJexlngton, 
Mass., upon "The Catacombs of Rome." 


The lecturer was' Introduced by Mr. 


Charles Pearl, and began bis remarks by 
a short and comprehensive description of 
the "Capital of the Cmears," as it strikes 
the beholder of to-day—a ruin, bnt a mine 
of secret treasures to -.he eye and heart of 
an Intelligent observer. 


rhe Catacombs are not, strictly speak- 


ing, within the walls Df Home,—as it was 
contrary to law for the Romans to bury 
their dead Inside the city limits—which ac- 
counts for the long line of tombs that line 
the Applan Way and even In ru(ns contain 
much of the grandeur that still haunts 
that most wonderful city cf the world. 


The early Christians, persecuted and 


driven from place to p ace Of refuge, 
found in these stone hewn galleries, where 
they had provided a Ust resting place for 
.their beloved dead, a secure and secret 
hiding place, In times of the bitterest per- 
secution, where they might meet together 
to practice their 
religious rites, and 


strengthen each other to acquit themselves 
like men in the terrible trials to which 
they were subjected. 


,The various inscriptions upon the tombs 


cut In the once soft "tnfa" or volcanic 
mud of that region tell their own story of 
the cheerful faith, tl e unfailing courage, 
and Innocent simplicity of those saints and 
martyrs whose bones have for so many 
centuries slept peacef ally, while their ene- 
my, the proud mistress of the world, has 
fallen, never to rise again. 


By the assistance c f diagrams the lec- 


turer proceeded to descri je many of the 
Inscriptions, and to point out some of the 
peculiarities common to all. 


The seven branched candlestick, with 


its inscription In Hearew.shows in many 
cases that the silent sleeper within was of 
Jewish blood; while, let the lettering be 
of Greek, Latin or Hebrew, Che precious 
sign of the cross was never absent. 


The:wheel,symbol of eternily; the dove,- 


with tie peaceful olive branch in her bill; 
a ship, representing the journey of life, 
and hope of apeacelul hsv.en at last; the 
ancho-, the fish, and macy others, whose 
meaning is more or less pi tin. 


But most significant of all were the In- 


scriptions, not one ol which can be found 
referring in any way to suffering or pain, 
either of their OWD, or bf their Divine 
Master. 


There Is one, touching in its simplicity 


und tender affection: ' 


uTo Faustina, my EweeteS't and most in- 


nocent wife. No others ever so loved 
each other." 


And another: 
' 


uft Is not permitted to weep for one who" 


rests in the Lord."

The following decisioni at law has been 


received bylcharles P. Sweet, Esq., Clerk 
of the Eastern Law District: 


I'ENOBSCOT COUNTY CASK. 


Saniuel S. Davis vs. James F. Maloney. 


Rescript—Tbe creditor, who directs an 


officer to take an accountable receipt for 
property attached, thereby elects to rely 
upon the receipt, rather than upon any ob- 
ligation of the officer to fkeep the property 
safely; and upon gaining possession of the 
receipt may assert it'as equitable assignee 
thereof, without demand upon the attach- 
ing officer for the property. 


An officer not holding the receipt, can- 


not legally demand the property attached 
from' the receiptor -so as to subject the 
property to the lien Imposed by the origi- 
nal attachment. 
i 


The officer, who received the pi-olpcrty 


.from the debtor in this case without Ihold- 
Ing the receipt for it and subjected the 
same to execution, did not perpetuate the 
lien thereon created by the original attach- 
ment, bat made a seizure thereof upon ex- 
cutiou In violation of the terms of his pre- 
cept, in that the debtor having been dis- 
charged in insolvency^ the execution only 
authorized the seizure of property in pcr- 
pqtuation of and by virtue of :i lien created 
by the original attachment, and to perfect 
the same. 


As-the seizure was unauthorized, and the 


plaintiff had lawful possesion of the prop- 
erty seized, he is entitled to recover the 
value thereof.
